A PUBLIC LIBRARY. 


The Rene Guard Makes a Gener- 
ous Proposition. 

During the past few weeks sev- 
eral communications have appeared 
in the columns of the GAZETTE, 
urging that a public library be es- 
tablished in Reno. The proposition 
is a most commendable one,and nat- 
urally has created enthusiasm and 
friendly discussion among those who 
are always willing and glad to give 


a helping band to wortby projects. 
A prominent member of the Reno 
Guard called at the GAZETTE of- 
fice this morning and said: ‘If 
the ladies and gentlemen of Reno 
meant business when they talk of 
establishing a public library here, 
our organization basa proposition 
to make. Already we have a li- 
brary of over 400 volumes, aud we 
have two snug rooms in the 
front of Armory Hall, with 
space enough overhead for another 
room. We will give the use 
of these books and rooms to the 
proposed library association, pro- 
vided the members, together with 
the Guard, raise enough money 
every month to run it as it should 
be, and call it the Reno Guard Li- 
brary, each of the members of the 
Guard to be honorary members. In 
order to fix up the rooms, get new 
tables, a nice library case and a 
carpet or linoleum for one of the 
rooms, etc., we will give the free 
use ofArmory hall for one night fora 
dance or any other evtertainment 
that may be decided on. Fully $200 
could be raised in this way. By 
contribution and purchase the li- 
brary c uld soon be swelled to 1,000 
volumes, and if a sufficient number 
of members are obtained at, say, 
50 cents a month each, a librarian 
could be employed and everything 
conducted in good shape. Every 
member would have a vote at elec- 
tions. There would be no rent 
charged for the rooms, Games that 
can be played quietly would be al- 
lowable, and the place could be 
made —4 attractive.

AT THE ACADEMY. 


Very Interesting Performances 
of the, Young Lady Pupils 
~Mtanding Hoom on the Occa- 
sion at a Premium—NBeautiful 
Music and Charming Essays.

very charming variation in the pro- 
gramme was the rendering of the 
‘Spanish Fandango’’ en four gui- 
tars, by Nettie Ladd, M. Gilson, C. 
Combs and M. Heap, of Susanville. 
This quartette, with their dainty 
instrumeots ribboned in Spanish 
colors, looked very like real venori- 
tas, and their exquisite performance 
captivated the music-loving au- 
dience. Instructious on this instru- 
ment are given by one of the Sis- 
ters, who numbers among her pu- 
ils several fine performers in Reno. 
— with the instrumental 
and vocal music was a concert reci- 
tation by the junior class, that of 
Spring by Annie Sherman, a little

The 
will, which is symbolized by the 
heart, 1s the highest of the mental fac- 
ulties—their queen. in fact—and to ne- 
gliect the training of the will and 
heart, while training the memory and 
understanding, is to dc an imperfect, 
if not au injurious, work; to pervert 
the order established by Divine Prov- 
idence not only in the visible creation 
but also in the faculties of the human 
soul, 

Long ago the Psaimist, under 
divine inspiration,wrote: Teach me 
goodness and discipline and knowl- 
edge.“ And a little reflection even 
without the aid of the word of God, 
will teach us that this isthe proper 
order. For what is knowledge with- 
out goodness and discipline or self- 
control? United to them it forms the 
highest ideal of humac character; sep- 
arated from them it leaves us con- 
scious of a deplorable want. Mere 
learning may excite our admiration, 
but only when combined with good- 
ness is it worthy of our love. 

While aiming then at bringing its 
pupils tea high grade of mental cul- 
ture aud giving then all the accom- 
plishments so useful and necessary in 
social life, the Academy does not ne- 
glect to train and direct their wills 
and hearts, and happy will they be if, 
in after life, they continue to follow 
the path of rectitude pointed out to 
them a word and example within 
these hallowed walls.

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THE GOULD AND CURRY MINE 
ON FIRE, 


Five Miners Faken « Out Dead—Six 
More Imprisoned on the 1500 
Level — It is Believed That 
They. too, are Dead—Details ot 
the Calamity. 

At about half-past 7 o’clock last 
vight word was received in town 
over the wires that a disastrous fire 
had just broken out on the 1500 
level of the Gould & Curry mine, 
and that a large number of miuers 
were imprisoned. Several tele- 
grams were sent to Virginia City, 
asking for particulars, but the in- 
formation received was very mea- 
ger. The 1500 station of the mine 
was reported to be a mass of flames. 


It was afterward learned that Chas. 
J. 1 Peter Eddy, Foster 
Hamilton B. Jeffrey, John Ken- 
nedy and Martin Tregnilis were im- 

risoned on the 1500 level, and that 

he compressors were being run at 
fulls in order to give them air. 
On the 400 level Jouey Morgan, 
John Trounce, Bob Bruce, George 
Carpenter and Andy Bean were 
oeckings. It is not knowo what 
waraing they received of the disas- 
ter, but at half-past 10 o’clock it 
was evident they made a strong ef- 
fort to escape their doom. They 
had climbed a winze over 100 feet, 
and endeavored to escape through 
the old drain tunnel, now — 4 — 
to the Virginia and Gold Hill Wa- 
ter Company, the exit of which is 
near the old Mint hoisting works, 
east of town. Morgan and Bean 
were found lying near each other.
